The language of Shakespeare, 
even in the simple plays, is rarely 
easy foi boys to understand. In 
the later tragedies, such as " Lear" 
and "Hamlet," the text needs 
nearly as much unraveling as a 
foreign work. Therefore we are 
confronted with a dilemma, which 
is especially puzzling in the case of 
a junior class. Kilhei we must 
devote all the attention to the main 
development of the plot and educa- 
tion of the characters, letting the 
detailed meaning of the dialogue in 
very many instances pass without 
unilerslanding, 01 we must proceed 
mare accurately, but so slowly (hat 
we shall lose the swing or even the 
thread of the play as a whole 
one could question the members of 
any ordinary Shakespeare reading 
circle, in ordoi lo discover how 
much of the actual dialogue of , say, 
"Othello," or even "The Winters 
Tale," they had accurately under- 
stood, I venture to think that two 
thirds is a generous estimate of the 
icsult. Are we to aim at no more 
perfect apprehension than this in 
school? On the other hand, it is 
dillicull lo b» satisfied with what 
may be called the examination 
ideal, requiring an accurate grasp 
and explanation of all the details, 
but loo often not niueh evidence 
thai the examinee has appreciated 
the meaiftng of (ho drama or can 
eriiiei/.o its general structure. — 
London Murniny /Vis/.

bers and others will be interested to 
know something about the multi- 
millionaire's early life. 

On September 26th, 1855, John 
D. Rockefeller secured his first posi- 
tion in Cleveland. All day > 
day a great flag floated from the 
staff at Forest Hill in commemora- 
tion of that event. 

John D. was employed by the old 
commission firm of Hewitt & Tut- 
tie as assistant bookkeeper. His 
salary was $4 a week. 

Mr. Rockefeller had come to 
Cleveland with his parents in 

.other, who was Kli/.a Davison, 

1 woman of superior ability, 
and was anxious that her children 
should have the best educational 
advantages possible. So, when the 
family came to Cleveland, Mr. 
Rockefeller had a good elementary 
school preparation. Soon after he 
entered high school, but left to take

Rockefeller has attributed the foun- 
dation of his business success.

DEAF-MUTE DROWNED. 

Frank Yost, aged 88, a deaf and 
dumb man, of No. 8611 Belmont 
street, Bellatre, was drowned in the 

Ohio River last night about 9:30 
o'clock, when he accidentally lost 
his balance and fell from the Ben- 
wood ferry landing into the water. 
The accident was witnessed by one 

man who was on the landing at the 
time, but, who was helpless to render 

issistauce in time to prevent the 

traegdy. 

The man who saw Yost fall into 
the river instantly called for assis- 
tance, and several Menwood young 
men who were near at the time ran 
to the scene of the drowning. The 

dark waters however revealed no- 
thing, and it was not until George 
Hell and II. .1 Nolan, both of Hen- 
wood, started diving, that the body 
was recovered, about a half hour 
after it disappeared beneath the 
surface. The remains were remov- 
ed to the Cooey Bentz morgue at 
Benwood, ami Coroner BfoCombs, 
of Marshall County, was summoned. 
He will probably hold his inquest 
this morning, 

Yost had been in Hen wood all 
evening, and was waiting for the 
ferryboat to cross from the Hcllaire 
Side to return home. Me was stand 
ii the edge of the landing, and 
the only other man present did not 
pay any particular attention to him 
uiilil Yost suddenly toppled and 
plunged off sideway into the river. 

The drowned man had resided in 
Hcllaire, practically all his lite and 
made his home with his mother,

Free Lance" Lanced ! 



Mr. Editor :— In his "After- 
math of the Convention," "Free 
Lance" tries to convey the impres- 
sion that the Cleveland Convention 
did and said little or nothing con- 
cerning oralism. •« Free Lance" 
must, have been too busy, being en- 
tertained by the ladies, or was him- 
self entertaining them, if that is the 
best he knows about what was 
said and done. The convention 
certainly did go on record by re- 
solution iu as emphatic terms as 
ever iu favor of the Combined Sys- 
tem. Also, the expression of ap- 
preciation of the fact, that the 
State of Kentucky has recognized 
the right and i\\ii fitness of the deaf 
to judge and pass upon matters 
pertaining to the education of deaf 
children, by placing a deaf man on 
the Board of Directors of the Stale 
School for the Deaf, and the resolu- 
tion endorsing the efforts of various 
State Associations of the Deaf to 
obtain like appointments, are in 
themselves steps far in advance of 
simply "emlorsiug the Combined 
System. " They mean that the 
National Association of the Deal 
stands ready to light for that 
fcem through and with the State As- 
sociations, and by means of deaf re- 
presentatives on the school boards. 
That this is a very big strike, and 
will be so received by the pure 
oraliata — it will be a home-run if 
we can put it into effect— is well 
enough evidenced by the bitter and 
insidious fight they have made on 
the plan where proposed— for in- 
stance in North Carolina. 

As to Supt. Jones speech and the 
" sympathetic approval" of his re- 
marks ou the uecessity of paying 
more regard to the wishes of the 
parents of children in favor of the 
oral method. I do not see very 
much in it to sympathize with. In 
fact, this is the " last defense" of 
the pure oralists — their final retreat 
when driven out of other positions. 
Now, just here I want to ask " Free 
Lance" a few plain questions. 
First, if the wishes of parents are 
to be the guiding star in matters 
pertaining to the education of 
children, would it not necessitate 
the employment of a method, a 
means, a plan, and an aim to he 
accomplished, for each individual 
child as the whim and caprice of 
the parent might dictate; and leave 
the State (society in general) no say 
in the matter? Would not such an 
idea eat tied home to its ultimate 
conclusion mean that the State 
shall not say or do anything about 
the child's education that the par- 
ents do not approve. Would it not 
result in the abolishment of all 
compulsory attendance laws, all 
child labor laws and the like, and 
leave everything to the judgment 
of the parent ? How much more 
right have parents of a deaf child 
to say that their child shall be 
taught speech and lip-reading and 
by the oral method, than parents 
who sre German have to demand 
that their child shall be taught 
Ihrough and by means of the 
German language, etc., and so on, 
<i</ infinitum ? In short, •* Mr. Free 
Lance," where are you going to 
stop when you begin to put the 

s of parents above the in 
of the child? 

It is the State that should decide 
these matters from the welfare of the 
child point of view. It is the duty, 
and should be the business, of all 
deaf people, who know what is the 
welfare of the deaf child iu educa- 
tional matters, to advise and help 
the State to decide the problem 
right. The winners, " parents 
demand it and we must submit," 
people are simply trying to keep on 
the side where I hey think, for the 
time being, that their bread is but- 
tered. There is no principle in it. 
There is no right iu it. It is not 
right to the children ; it is not right 
to the parents ; they should be nn- 
decieved ; it is not right, to these 
people, themselves, who know bet- 
ter. It is the devil's business. 

Moreover, does it not occur to 
" Free Lance" Hurt in building on 
a rock — as the association did when 
the Federation plau and tin 
dowment Fuud plan were endotsed 
and branched — that it will soon be 
able to say something and to do 
something about "oralism 
predict that it will yet be able to 
show "Free Lance" and some 
others that the "parents' wishes " 
is a mighty weak " last defen. 

While about this writing, I want 
to enter a challenge against the 
usefulness and helpfulness of Hell's 
Symbols of Visible Speech. I am 
doing it, because I thoroughly 
studied the subject for several 
years in school and at college.

On the other hand, marks 
as an used in the dlCtiooarii 
guides to pronunciation, associated 
with the letters of the alphabet and 
the combinations of such letters 
that represent different sounds, 
have always been of great help to 
me. Hell's symbols are unknown 
to the public. These marks and 
combinations of letters are well 
known, and almost any oue can 
help me out of a difficult pronuncia- 
tion by their use.
